afriends and family members 
who go hunting together,’’

This past summer brought a 
very busy wildfire season for 
the Ministry of Natural 
Resources. 

‘Hazardous conditions began 
in late March and escalated 
during a severe summer 
drought. 

There were 92 reported wild- 
fires in the. Tweed District 
since the fire season began on 
April Ist. Over 70° of these 
fires were caused by people 
through such careless acts as 
| burning debris on windy days, 
failing to properly extinguish 
their campfires and discarding 
live smoking materials onto 
dry forest fuels. 

Lightning strikes accounted 
for the remainder of the wild- 
fires this fire season. 

The total area burned in the 
Tweed District was 125 
hectares. approximately 300 
acres. This represents a small 
portion of the nearly 400.000 
hectares calmost 1 million 
acres! that was destroyed this 
vear across the Province of 
Ontario by the 3244 recorded 
forest fires.

The personal distress of cold

Troubleshooting should 
begin with the coolant level in 
the radiator (just below the 
filler neck} and mixture (50 
per cent each water and anti- 
freeze). A low level will reduce 
or cancel the flow of coolant to 
the heater, thereby reducing or 
preventing any heat output. 


The radiator pressure cap 
helps to raise and control the 
temperature of the coolant is 
the system. It should be 
replaced if the seal cr gasket is 
damaged, or if the spring is 
broken 


The thermostat acts as a 
heat sensitive valve which 
regulates the flow of coolant to 
the radiator. When the ther- 
mostat fails or malfunctions, 
the engine either will overheat 
or take longer to get any heat, 
because the engine will take 
longer to reach proper operat- 
ing temperature. It is a good

Flexible hoses convey the 
liquid coolant between the

Regardless of the visual 
condition, belts that are more 
than four years old should be 
replaced. 

These troubleshooting proce- 
dures could solve the problem 
of a malfunctioning heating 
system. Other trouble areas, 
such as a clogged or leaking 
heater core, faulty electrical 
connections and fuses, a 
broken blower valve, should be 
checked by an experienced 


mechanic.

Engine wear is accelerated 
because raw fuel from the 
enriched mixture -washes 
lubricating oil down the cylin- 
der walls.

All too often, minor automo- 
bile repairs turn into major 
problems due to poor commu- 
nications between car owners 
and their mechanics. 

While mechanics seem to 
speak a language all their own, 
consumers can narrow the 
automotive communications 
gap by following a few simple 
rules, says Dave Bowman, a 
former Indy 500 mechanic. 

“It’s very important that 

.both you and your mechanic 
understand what you are 
trying to say,’ says Bowman. 


“Good communications in the 
beginning will save you a lot of 
time later, and will ensure the 
problem is corrected properly. 


Needless repairs and expense could be 


‘Helpful tips on how to 
talk to your mechanic 


But keep things simple to avoid 
any mix-ups.”” 

“Even if you seem to be 
boring the mechanic, don’t be 
afraid to describe the symp- 
toms fully, leaving nothing out. 
If the mechanic seems too 
bored to listen, you may want 
to find one who will,” says 
Bowman. 

Other 
suggestions: 

- Take the car for a test drive 
with the mechanic. This is the 
best way for a mechanic to 
hear engine noises or get a real 
feel for the problem. If the 
mechanic can spare 15 minutes 
to do this, he may save both 
himself and you a lot of prob-

- Describe to the mechanic - 


exactly when the problem 
occurs. Does it occur when you 
start the car, after it’s been 
running for a while, when 
stopping? This information 
will enable the mechanic to 
narrow the possibilities down 
quickly. 


- Require a written estimate. 
Never give a mechanic a carte 
blanche. Tell the mechanic to 
give you a Call if he finds any 
other problems before doing 
any work. 


- Ask if the mechanic guar- 
antees his work in writing or 
what his policy is regarding 
repairs that need attention 
later if not done properly. 


- Look at the mechanic's 
shop. What kind of equipment 
does he have? Does he seem to 
have a lot of business? Does it 
seem to be an orderly shop? If 
not, this may be an indication 
of the type of work he does. 


- When discussing what 
needs to be done, be sure to 
explain when you last had 
everything checked. If you 
ijhaven’t had your belts, filters 
or spark plugs. checked in a 
while, this may be a good time 
to have it done. 


Preventive maintenance is 
the best way to keep your car 
running smoothly and proper- 
ly. Also, by keeping a log of 
‘repairs (plus oil and filter 
lchanges) you'll know what 
‘needs to be done and when. 


“Most auto repair profes- 
sionals are honest and most 
car owners are fee > to pay a 
reasonable price for good 
repairs,’’ concludes Bowman. 


“The difficulties between the 
two groups often are caused by 
poor communications.”’ 


“Smart consumers avoid 
problems and save money - 
simply by talking with their 
mechanic, making sure both 
parties understand each other 
and getting written estimates 
before any repairs are done.”

~Nature’s calendar 


by Marion Strebig 
For the Federation 
of Ontario Naturalists 

Yesterday was c ear, bright, 
almost windless, and the Red- 
tailed and Broad-winged 
hawks were moving. By mid- 
morning when the sun had 
warmed the air, they were 
soaring, wings almost motion- 
less as they rode the rising 
thermals. 

One Red-tailed Hawk, which 
was just gain: 1g height, passed 
not far above tree level, its 
rufous tail glowing in the sun. 
Most of the rest were merel 
black silhouettes, or so high 
they vanished into the 
empyrean. 


rom now until November, ; 


most hawks will be on the 
move westward around Lake 
Ontario and Lake Erie avoid- 
ing the long lake crossing. 

Watching for events as regu- 
lar as this annual fall hawk 
migration has always seemed 
to me the best way of keeping 
track of time. There is reassur- 
ance in its inevitability. 

Each season has regular 
signs like this which mark the 
hours of nature’s clock. In 
keeping with this view of time, 
the Federation of Ontario 
Naturalists has produced a 
1989 calendar which is set to 
the natural history of the 
seasons. 

The page for each month is 
into two sections. The 
bottom section is a convention- 
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al calendar, but the upper 
section is filled with informa- 
tion and drawings about what 
activities in nature are going 
on each month. 

For instance, tne upper half 
of September contains flight 
drawings of the eight species of 
hawks which breed in Ontario. 
September means movement 
for other creatures. According 
to the calendar, spiders are 
also moving to new territory on 
silken parachutes. 

The entries and drawings for 
eny month are entertaining 
aid informative. This is not a 
calendar you will discard when 
1990 is rung in. The solitary 
staring perched atop the Janu- 
ary calendar is resting beside 
a caption which describes huge 
winter ‘‘slumber parties’ of 


roosting starlings. To find out 


why turn to January in your 
calendar. » 

In March, a flock of migrat- 
ing geese fly across the page 
and the calendar calls atten- 
tion to the spawning runs of 
fish. The commonest of these is 
the white sucker. 

Above, in the picture and 
information half of the month, 
the owls dominate. The melt- 
ing snow reveals the runways 
of meadow voles, a staple in 
the owl’s diet. While the 
meadow vole scurries over his 
caption, a Long-eared Owl 
makes itself even longer, and a 
Great-horned Owl and a Barn 
Owl look curiously out at us.

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I June, a painted turtle 
basks at the bottom of the 
calendar and dragonflies flit. 
In July, the facing page is 
absorbed in a serious consider- 
ation of avian je habits. 
Anyone who observes birds has 
certainly noted the voluptuous 
pleasure they take in bathing. 


Here are the directions for 
making and locating a bath in 
your garden. There are also 
suggestions for providing 
means for a dustbath, and a 
delightful drawing of a bird 
giving itself up to the pleasures 
of wallowing in the dust. 

October highlights water- 
fowl migration with the digni- 
fied Canvasback swimming at 
the top of the page. A pintail 
plants its feet deliberately in 
the middle of the calendar. 

The top part of the sheet 
answers some questions about 
hibernation. Where do garter 
snakes go? What-animals are 
true hibernators and which 
ones . . are part-time 
hibernators? 

Presiding over the year on 
the cover of the calendar, an 
enormous bullfrog sits next to 
a sinuously twining bindweek 
which is being attacked by u 
diving hummingbird.

Under the model bylaw, 
municipalities will collect 
information on the number of 
industries discharging to their 
sewer system, and the type 
and volume of their waste.

white outer tail feathers as it 
flew. The white tail flashes and 
its grey hood and breast, 
sharply set off by its white 
paste clearly identified it as a 
Dark-eyed Junco. 


Unlike the Whitethroats 
which prefer to lurk in the 
underbrush, kicking and 
scratching to unearth minute 
seeds, the juncos often forage 
in the open. Sometimes they 
are so intent on their se«.rch for 
seeds that they seem oblivious 
to human presence. As I 
walked, they kept just ahead of 
me, settling again in a rut in. 
the road. In late August or 
early September when I have 
been sitting by the lake read- 
ing. a flock of juncos, eens 
young of the year. has work

stalking them. Crouched in a 
shadow of a cedar hedge, qui 
still, she would wait, some- 
times for hours, until some 
luckless y 
within range. 
ferocious as one of her wild 
cousins she would pounce. I 
witnessed very few of the 
actual captures. Usually the 
evidence was circumstan‘ial - 
a few pearl- aed feathers scat- 
tered near the hedge. 


1 did not try to halt the 
slaughter. She had a collar 
with a whole string of bells, 
pe which 
she always wore at a rakish 
angle. Finally I resorted - to 
restricting her outings in the 
early morning and evening 
when the birds were feeding. 


The Dark-eyed Junco was 
formerly separated into 4 


species of whom the Slate- 
coloured Jun s one. Now 
all 4 are lum under the one 


name. The Dark-eyed Junco is 
the most cold hardy of all the 
sparrows and from now on will 


‘be a common visitor to bird 


feeders. Many people know it 
under the name snowbird. Like 
chickadees, juncos will appear 
on the coldest day of winter 
apparently indifferent fo the 
weather. When the snow is 
deep and the wind sharp, often 
a flock of juncos foraging for 
microscopic seeds on the snow 
is apparently the only living 
thing in the landscape. 


In late March or early April 
they will be on the move to 
their nesting grounds. Before 
they leave you may be treated 
to their musical song. For a 


. long time | was unaware that 


they made any noise except the 
companionabie little sounds 
they keep up as a flock when 
they are feeding. One warm 
day in March, I was walking 
along the edge of a swamp 
bordered by pussy willow and 
red osier dogwood. From the 
tangle came a sweet musical 
trill repeated over and over. I 
was at a loss to identify the 
singer until I saw its grey coat 
and white tail flashes. 


By April juncos will be on 
their nesting territory which 
ranges from the southern edge 
of the Canadian Shield north to 


the shores of Hudson’s Bay. 


' Once the junco bred commonly ; 


in Southern Ontario, but wide- 
spread deforestation is South- 
ern Ontario has made it scarce 
and local as a nester. The Atlas 
of Breeding Birds of Ontario 
notes that forestry practices 
have also affected its northern 
habitat. Since it is not a bird of 
the deep woods, it may have 


benefitted in some areas from — 


logging. However, clearcutting 


jpractices destroy its habitat:
